destruction to the Maine. 


BOARD OF INQUIRY SAILS. 


This report* reaching Key West, it is 


laid, caused the members of the court of 
nqulry to decide to proceed to Havana 
Sunday and begin tbelr investigation at 
inoe, instead of organizing the oonrt hero.

WadBworth gave [the last of the series of 
he lectures on Shakespeare at the Wo- 
man's club rooms. Owing to the extreme 
roughness of the weather the attendance 
was not so large as at the previous lec- 
tures, but those who braved the storm 
were amply rewarded for any inconveni- 
ence suffered. 


In speaking of Shakespeare's knowl- 


edge of the Bible Miss Wadsworth said: 


No careful student can fail to observe 


that the Bible has formed the framework 
ol literature. That many groat writers 
have mado a thorough study of the bible 
la particularly shown In the works of Ba- 
con and Milton. Milton in Si of his es- 
says makes TO references to passages to 
the Bible. The greatest example of the 
Influence ot the study ol the Bible Is 
found in the works of Shakespeare, and 
In this can be found the secret of the 
great power his works have always had 
over men. Reliable authorities have said 
that tho entire doctrine of the Bible could 
bo reproduced from the works of Shakes- 
peare, gfet many good students have 
failed to see this side of this many sided 
genius. 


The origin of the drama was lellglous. 


Shakespeare was forced to earn bread for 
his wife and babies and to an extent ca- 
tered to the demands of the age in which 
be lived. Shakespeare disliked bis calling 
as is shown in the sonnet, which was read 
by Miss Wadswortb, yet he uttered noth- 
ing base but mourned that his life was 
not in keeping with bis belief. Mnoh has 
been eaid of Shakespeare's lack of oppor- 
tunities for scouring an education. Sup- 
pott of this argument was bad In tho fact 
that he left his home^at Stratford-on- 
Avon to go to London to' earn his living 
at so early an age, that bis education 
could not bave been completed even eo far 
us tho advantages toj bo [had at Stratford 
were concerned. Tbere Is a difference as 
to what Is meant by education. Shakes- 
peare's mind was rich In the comprehen- 
sion of tradition,'letters, and literature 
came after tradition. The more mental 
onltuto of ^the] human niind.Shakespeara 
bad. 


It Is known that In'thc Echool which he 


attended at Stratford'on-Avon there was 
a Latin course of^'slx yoars. If Shakes- 
peare entered the school at the usual ago 
he bad time for ample training and In his 
life in London he gained what modern 
scholars call technical knowledge. Tho 
old testament was" also included In the 
studies at the grammer school at Strat- 
ford. It was here that he begun his ttud- 
lesof the Bible. His knowledge of the 
Bible was by no'nicans confined to Iho old 
testament, but his works show knowledge 
of the entiro Bible. Bishop Wordsworth 
says that the translators of the King 
James \erelon of the Blblu, which was 
made when Shakespeare bad written all 
but two of bis plays, wcro as much In- 
debted to Shakesneare as be to them. 


Many phrases In the works of Shakes- 


peare bear a striking resemblance to Bib- 
lical phrases and pasiages. (a large num- 
ber were 
read by Miss Wadsworth). 


Shakespeare not only knew the phrasing 
of tbe Bible but was familiar with Its 
language. Not only this but he believed, 
and taught Its dootrlne. Sbakosp«are had 
a true conception of tbe scriptural Idas of 
prayer. 
The prayeta in the plays of 


Shakespeare show A desire to make atone- 
ment for sin and nowhere outside of tie 
bible can we flnd anything equal to 
Sbakesprara's delineation of a haunted 
conscience. Nowhere outside of tbe Bi- 
ble do we find a clearer idea of tbe enor- 
mity of sin and Its blasting Influences on 
ife. His was an age of conflict between 
the Protestants and Catholics

He 
early interested himself in the suppres- 
sion of African slavery, and bis enlight- 
ened liews upon questions oi church 
policy and procedure aie a matter of

He maintains steadily in his 


encyclicals that the onlj solution of the 
socialistic problems of our day is 
through the church. A typical estab- 
lishment, showing the true relations of 
capital and labor, recording to Catholic 
idea;, is now in active operation near 
Kheims, and directed by Leon Harmel, 
the "Christian Socialist."

POLICEMEN'S HELMETS- 


IB London They Arc to Dp Eqnlppcd 


with Electric Llcht«. 


A plan is under consideration by the 


police authorities of Lpndon. to equip 
the policemen's helmets with small 
electric lights to help illuminate the 
streets on foggy days. The device con- 
sists of a small incandescent bulb, 
mounted on the helmet without shads 
or globe.

The fog- set- 
tles down in a thick yellow haze, ofteu 
rendering it impossible for a person 
to see his hand before him.

men obliged to stand on the crossings 
on busy thoroughfares are often in a 
very dangerous position. Several po- 
licemen standing at their posts of duty 
have been run down and killed. 
The 


helmet lamp would be a sort of guiding 
star to cabmen. 


It is proposed to make the bulb of 


the lamp of reddish glass, because 
this color is visible at a much greater 
distance than ordinary whjte light. The 
fogs of London have a peculiar yellow 
color which renders them almost im- 
penetrable to the ordinary yellowish 
white light of the street lamps. 
An 


ordinary gas (lame, such as burns at 
the street corners, may sometimes be 
seen only withiu a radius of a few feet. 
The electric helmet lamps are in reality 
a curious sort of reminder of the so- 
called "link-boys" 
v>ho were to be 


found in the streets of London in the 
last century.
